Although  Massachusetts  is  a  small  state,  it's  unique  geography  and  climate  have  blessed  it  with  a 
variety  of  vistas  and  habitat  types  ranging  from  the  rocky  coastlines  of  the  northshore  and  the  sandy 
beaches  of  Cape  Cod  to  the  rich  farmlands  and  forests  of  the  central  valleys  and  the  verdant  hills  and 
cascades  of  the  Berkshires.  Thanks  to  the  forethought  of  national,  state  and  local  leaders,  the  Com- 
monwealth can  boast  of  state  forests,  parks,  wildlife  management  areas  and  other  lands  that  serve  to 
protect  these  priceless  natural  resources  for  people  and  wildlife. 

Concern  for  open  space  has  a  long  tradition  in  Massachusetts,  with  roots  going  back  to  Emerson, 
Thoreau  and  19th  century  sportsmen  determined  to  reverse  declines  in  wildlife  populations. 
Massachusetts  established  a  state  Fisheries  Commission  in  1866  and  the  first  state  reservation  in 
1898,  and  its  conservation-minded  citizens  founded  the  Trustees  of  Reservations  in  1891  and  the 
nation's  first  Audubon  Society  in  1896.  The  Bay  State's  luminary  sportsmen  and  conservationists 
also  had  a  hand  in  establishing  the  National  Park  Service,  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  and  the 
federal  legislation  that  has  provided  funds  for  successful  wildlife  and  Fisheries  restoration  and 
management  for  more  than  half  a  century. 

Due  to  increasing  development  pressures,  the  need  for  acquiring  public  lands  has  become  intense 
in  the  past  few  decades.  In  response  to  this  need,  the  Massachusetts  legislature  approved  bond  bills  in 
1984,  1988  and  1996  to  provide  open  space  acquisition  funds.  In  1990  the  sportsmen  and  women  of 
Massachusetts  filed  legislation  requiring  every  sportsman  to  purchase  a  $5  Wildlands  Conservation 
stamp  annually  for  the  same  purpose.  As  a  result,  the  state  has  now  protected  nearly  600,000  acres  of 
open  space  through  outrighi  ownership  or  conservation  restrictions  —  or  about  1 1.5%  of  the  state's 
land  area.  While  this  may  sound  good,  it  is  only  a  beginning,  and  in  recognition  of  the  need,  the 
administration  has  pledged  to  secure  an  additional  200,000  acres  by  2010.  Protecting  these  lands  is 
essential  to  preserve  forever  the  biodiversity  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  abundance  of  our  native 
flora  and  fauna,  and  the  health  of  our  environment. 

The  quality  of  life  in  any  state  depends  in  large  part  on  the  opportunities  it  provides  for  outdoor 
recreation.  Massachusetts  offers  an  abundance  of  those  opportunities  whether  your  interests  lie  in 
camping,  hiking,  fishing,  wildlife  watching  or  other  outdoor  activities.  We  invite  you  to  explore  the 
Commonwealth,  enjoy  the  beauty  of  our  woods,  waters  and  wildlife,  and  become  a  steward  of  the 
public  lands  wherever  you  find  them.
